REPORT ON ORPHANS HOME. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference M. E. Church 

South, Assembled at Hattiesburg , Miss. 

Dear Brethren : The Board of Directors of the Mississippi Orphan’s 
Home of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing as their annual report : 

At the beginning of the present year our building was not completed or 
furnished. 

We now report the building complete, painted inside and out, waterworks 
and sewerage attached, and the home partially furnished; all of the lands en- 
closed by wire fence with barn and shed room sufficient to shelter all of the 
stock, tools and implements necessary for the Home’s use. 

We have two acres enclosed for garden purposes. 

We have furnished thirty-one beds in the dormitories, and four rooms. 

The kitchen has been furnished, and the dining-room and chapel partially 
furnished. 

On the first day of last March the institution was opened for the reception 
of children, and since that time we have received thirty-nine orphans, thirty- 
four of whom still remain in the Home. 

We have had practically no sickness among our children, and the health 
is now exceptionally good. 

The school was opened with the opening of the Home, and has continued 
since with the exception of one month’s vacation. 

In many respects the advancement of the children has been remarkable. 

Our children are carried regularly to Sunday School in Water Valley, and 
remain for the eleven o’clock service. ■ 

During the year there have been seven professions of faith and accessions 
to the church among the children. 

Beginning so late in the season it was impossible to make a general crop 
owing to the fact that onr land was not in a state of cultivation, but we were 
able to gather over three hundred bushels of oats, and three hundred bales of 
hay for the use of the institution. 

We have six head of cattle; one a full blooded Holstein, donated by R. M. 
Kyle, of Batesville, and one high grade Jersey, donated by Capt. Jno. E. Col- 
lins, of Coffeeville. 

The other four were purchased for the Home. 

We have had the use of the manager’s horse during the yeaCr free of charge, 
hence have gone to no expense on this account. 

Through the kindness of W. M. Tate, of Como, we have two fine Berkshire 
and Poland China pigs. 
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The Home weeds about seventy-fire or one hundred more beds, these how- 
ever, may be furnished as the necessity arises. 

We will also need additional furnishings in the dining room, school and 
reception room as the number of inmates increases. 

We would express our gratitude to those friends over the State who hare 
so generously donated boxes* of bedding and material for clothing. 

At your last annual conference our report will show that we had on hand

We are having published a monthly paper, “Our Home,” in which can be 
found from time to time full information concerning the institution. 

We also acknowledge the receipt of donations made to the orphanage 
through this medium. 

Our regular subscription price is twenty-five cents per annum, but we 
send it free for one year to every person who contributes as much as two dol- 
lars to the institution. 

The good effect of this paper has already been felt, and we urge the friends 
of the work to sustain it. 

While we shall expect all Methodists in Mississippi to continue their reg- 
ular contributions to sustain these wards of our church ; we deem it advisable 
that Orphan’s day be uniformly and regularly observed through the Confer- 
ence, .and we suggest the first Sunday in April or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable be set apart for this cause; and we also recommend where practical 
that the Thanksgiving services be held and collections be taken for the sup- 
port of our institution. 

This Orphanage is now a part of Mississippi Methodism, and must have 
our care and support. 

A cordial invitation is here extended to every one who feels an interest in 
the work to visit and examine our institution. 

We would report that the management under M. E. Burton has been emi- 
nently successful, and entirely satisfactory, and as an earnest of our confidence 
in his ability to continue to build up the institution we have re-elected him to 
this position for the next four years, subject to the appointing power, and we 
ask that this action be confirmed by the Conference. 

We say in conclusion that a good work has been planted, we have much 
to be thankful for in what has already been accomplished, and we pray for 
the continued blessings from Him who is the father of the orphan. 

We recommend that the Conference fill the vacancies on the Board caused 
by the expiration of the term of Rev. A. F. Watkins and W. M. Thornton.

J. W. Chambers, Chairman, presented the following which was adopted as 
REPORT OF JOINT BOARD FINANCE. 

Dear Brethren : Your Joint Board of Finance presents the following : 
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By using - all diligence, we have been able to meet all claims against this 
Board, but have not been able to put anything into the Endowment Fund. 
Our brethren receive so little that it entails great hardship upon them, when 
a part of that little is withheld. We urge upon the pastorate, faithfulness in 
the attempt to collect this fund and beg - you to take this collection separate 
from all other collections. The amount raised this year falls $500 00 short of 
the amount collected last year. By using the interest money put at our dis- 
posal by the Conference Endowment Board, and by the liberality of the 
brethren, this deficiency has been overcome. 

We recommend the continuance of the Quarterly Payment plan and sug- 
gest that the 1st Sunday in March be kept as Veteran Day. Let each preacher 
in charge take his collection at or before that time and forward the same to 
our Treasurer.

FOURTH DAY— MEMORIAL SESSION 



The Conference met pursuant to adjournment at 3 p. m., R. J. Jones in 
the chair by appointment of Bishop Galloway. 

N. B. Harmon conducted the religious services. Prayer was offered by 
T. E. Mellen. 

Question Nineteen: “What preachers have died during the year?” Henry 
J. Harris and G. W. Ferrer. 

W. B. Eewis read the following which was adopted as the 

Memoir of REV. HENRY J. HARRIS. 

This remarkable man of God died at the home of his daughter, Mrs. A. E. 
Wyatt, Tampa, Fla., at 12:30 a. m., Jan. 15, 1898. Had he lived till Feb. 1, he 
would have been seventy-six years old. His daughter’s words, in writing of 
her father, are so true and appropriate that it seems most befitting to reproduce 
this tribute of afFection: “I scarcely know what to tell you of papa’s life, 

only that he never faltered in his Master’s work, nor lost faith in his promises. 
Up to the very last time in which he was able to attend church, which was 
the first Sunday in December, he gladly filled his place in the house of prayer. 
His last act of divine service was to administer the sacrament, and at that 
time he was so happy in the love of Christ that he spoke of the fullness of his 
blessing to the pastor of the Methodist church at Tampa, Fla. He was taken 
sick with chill and fever on the second Sunday in December. With occasional 
slight improvements he grew steadily worse, having several violent convul- 
sions. His mind failed, and he was indeed a perfect child in all save age, 
although physically strong. He never recognized his loved ones for weeks 
before the end came. The morning of Jan. 12, he would try to sing, but his 
words could not be distinguished. That afternoon he was taken with another 
chill, followed by high fever. He turned on his side, closed his eyes and lips, 
and fell into a profound slumber, from which it was impossible to wake him. 
On Thursday night his spirit took its flight to a better land. We longed for a 
parting word of love and blessing from his dear lips, but none came. He 
was lonely here on earth without our angel mother, who had trod the rough 
paths of the world by his side for over fifty-eight years, and who went home to 
heaven just one year and twenty-seven days before he did. He commenced 
preaching at the age of seventeen, gave himself up wholly to the itinerancy, 
and was always happy in the work. Even a few days before he died he ex- 
pressed a longing to be again engaged in the active work of the Conference. 
He transferred some years ago to the Texas Conference, and filled fine 
appointments there for four years. Then, as he expressed it, he became 
‘homesick for the Mississippi brethren’ and came back to live and die among 
them. We had his body embalmed and sent to Centerville, Miss., to be laid 
beside mama’s. He died so peacefully, so gently, that we scarcely knew 
when he left us. He was born at Columbia, Miss. Next to his religion he 
loved his masonry, and his memoranda show that at one time he was an Odd 
Fellow. Of ten children — five sons and five daughters — only three of each are 
left to mourn and to miss him. The other four went on before to welcome 
him home.” 
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Bro. Harris was thoroughly identified with the Mississippi Conference. 
Its history and his labors are bound up together. For very many years he 
was the secretary of the Conference. Faithfully and efficiently he served in 
that capacity. He was a ready scribe. He was quick in conception, rapid 
in his movements, thoroughly versed in the law and in the terminology of his 
church — qualifications that fitted him to become, as he did, a most accom- 
plished secretary. The sessions of the Conference were at several times 
enlivened by pleasant episodes when his brethren, through a chosen spokesman, 
testified their appreciation of his secretarial services in kindly words and sub- 
stantial tokens. 

Bro. Harris was a most acceptable preacher, at times filling some of the 
most important positions in the Conference. He served in all positions — 
presiding elder, station and circuit preacher, and missionary. In all of these 
he left behind impressions for good. In his earlier days he was eminently 
successful as a revivalist. A number of men famous in the professional and 
political ranks of Mississippi’s sons were converted under his ministry, and 
became ministers or useful workers in the vineyard of the Ford. He possessed 
a peculiar aptness in moving men to immediate action. It is remembered 
that at a camp meeting, a fine sermon, had been delivered, but it fell without 
impression upon the people. An earnest and continued effort by the preacher 
to get persons to indicate a desire for a blessing utterly failed. The occasion 
seemed to be spiritually lost, and the feeling as cold as an iceberg. * Bro. 
Harris arose and made an exhortation, simple, heartfelt, tearful, and the 
altar was crowded with weeping penitents. He was especially gifted in bring- 
ing poor, perplexed sinners from darkness to light. He was useful in more 
ways than one. As a boy, he learned the art of printing. He loved his trade, 
and made it profitable to himself and helpful to others. He had a good, prac- 
tical knowledge of the laws of his country, and as magistrate and mayor he 
rendered most valuable service to the neighborhood in which he lived. 

He was a most excellent writer. His style was flowing and natural. The 
reminiscences of early experiences of Methodism, which he contributed at 
various times to the periodical press, furnished most interesting reading, and 
were valuable indeed in perpetuating local history. It is a great loss to the 
church and to secular history that the volume of his life’s labors and observa- 
tions, which he was striving to publish, never saw the light. 

Bro. Harris was possessed of a most genial nature and of a most sympa- 
thetic heart. He loved his church better than his own life, and his brethren 
in the ministry were drawn to his heart by most tender and sacred ties. How 
blessed the thought that these sacred ties, now so ruthlessly torn asunder by 
death, shall be reunited around our Father’s throne, and that the living over 
again together of our joys and sorrows, of our labors and triumphs, of our 
sowings and reapings, shall brighten the experiences even of that glorious 
realm.

Memoir of REV. GEORGE W. FERRER. 

George Washington Ferrer was born in the State of Georgia, on the 
fifteenth day of March, 1850. His father was a minister in the Baptist church 
and his mother was a member of the Presbyterian church. Thus the godly 
training of both father and mother made deep impressions upon him while 
yet a child, and at the early age of seven years he professed religion and united 
with his mother’s church. After leaving home, and when about the age of 
twenty-five, he left the church of his early choice and united with the 
Methodist. 

He was licensed to preach in 1884 and the same year was admitted on trial 
in the Alabama Conference. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop J. C. Keener 
at the Conference held at Greensboro, 1887, and at Mobile the following year, 
was given a certificate of location signed by Bishop Hargrove. 
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In 1891 he was re-admitted in the Mississippi Conference, and at Natchez, 
in 1892, was ordained Elder by Bishop Granbery. 

He served the following- appointments in the Miss., Conference: Whiting- 
ton circuit, ’92 and ’93; Aug-usta, ’94 and ’95; Mount Carmel, ’96; Westville, ’97, 
and Clarksburg - , ’98. 

December the seventh, 1886, Brother Ferrer was happily married to Miss 
Emma E. Johnson, of Melvin, Alabama, who bore cheerfully with him all the 
hardships and privations of an itinerant preacher’s life, and still survives 
him to mourn her irreparable loss. 

During- the summer of 1897, Bro. Ferrer’s health began to fail, and in 
September he had a hard spell of fever from which he never fully recovered. 
In June the following year, he began declining rapidly and in July was com- 
pelled to give up his work to another. 

Everything that could be done by skilled physicians and the kind and 
tender hands of friends and loved ones was done for his recovery but to no 
avail; he grew gradually worse until the end. 

The loving attention of the neighbors of all churches was a glowing trib- 
ute to the esteem in which they held this man of God. 

On Friday and Saturday morning, he seemed perfectly conscious, talking 
to his wife of his prospects for the future, and repeating favorite and cheering 
passages of Scripture, and assuring her that all was well. He felt no alarm 
at the approaching end but was sweetly submissive to the Eord’s will. 

Saturday afternoon the third day of September, 1898, at forty minutes 
past three o’clock, surrounded by his wife and children, Bro. Einfield of the 
Miss., Conference, and some of his friends, our brother beloved, sweetly “fell 
on sleep” and his pure spirit released from the prison house of clay went to 
dwell with Christ on high. 

A good man, a good preacher, a faithful pastor, has gone to his reward, 
while his wife and six small children are left behind. 

The funeral services conducted by his Presiding Elder, Rev. W. W. Sim- 
mons, assisted by Brothers B. F Eewis and W. E. Einfield, took place on 
Sunday in the Methodist church of Pelahatchie, Miss., the town in which he 
lived, at the time of his death, after which his body was laid to rest in the 
cemetery near by to await the resurrection of the just. He is gone but we 
shall meet him again where parting will be no more.

The Board was alarmed to learn from several of the pastors that a number 
of charges within our bounds are seriously hampered by heavy church debts 
incurred in building. To add to the trouble, some of the buildings have been 
dedicated, the debt being assumed by certain members of the charge who, 
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nevertheless hold notes for the deficit. Out of this unlawful method friction 
has occurred, the charge financially crippled and it some times results in 
the loss of valuable men to our communion. 

Your Board here and now enters its protest ag-ainst such irregular proceed- 
ings and would invoke special attention to paragraph 444 of the Discipline of 
1898, to- wit r F 

In order more effectually to prevent our people from contracting debts 
which they are not able to discharge, it shall be the duty of the Quarterly 
Conference of every Circuit and Station, where it is contemplated to build a 
house or houses of worship, to secure the ground or lot on which such house 
or houses are to be built, according to our deed of settlement, which deed must 
be legally executed ; and also said Quarterly Conference shall appoint a ju- 
dicious committee of at least three members of our church, who shall form an 
estimate of the amount necessary to build ; and three- fourths of the money, 
according to such estimate, shall be secured before any such building shall 
be commenced ; provided, however, that no house of worship shall be built un- 
less the authority of the Quarterly Conference shall first have been obtained. 

In this connection, we request you as far as possible to refrain from asking 
aid for new buildings until these debts shall have been liquidated, and these 
distressed charges relieved.

By referring to the minutes of our last Conference, November 26, 1898, you 
will notice the Woman’s Home Mission Society in the Mississippi Conference 
has made encouraging progress the past year, though by far the majority of 
charges are not yet organized. Receipts for the year 1896 were : $418.00: for 

1897, $903.00; for 1898, $1,700.00. 

Thus you see the amount for each succeeding year has nearly doubled. 

There were 27 needy parsonages when this Society was organized five 
years ago. Of these 27 eleven have been maae comfortable, appropriations 
having been made to four at the last Home Mission Conference, viz : Raleigh, 
Chunkey, Roxie, East End Meridian.

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Aminat Conference: 

Dear Brethren: We, your Committee on Publishing Interests, beg 

leave to submit the following as our report: 

The report of the Book Agents for the fiscal year ending March 31st, 
1898, shows a gratifying condition of our Publishing House. Its volume of 
business was $336,804.69. Its assets are $898,858.24. Its liabilities are $3,313.00. 
It has distributed to the various conferences $20,000 for our conference 
claimants fund. 

GENERAL ORGAN. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate meets the requirements of a general 
organ for our church, and we heartily endorse the conservative management 
which Dr. Hoss and his associates have given to the paper. 

We deprecate the tendency to localize the general organ by allowing it to 
become the organ of certain conferences believing such to be foreign to the 
spirit and purpose of said general organ. 

METHODIST REVIEW. 

We rejoice to know that the Methodist Review has become self-sustaining 
and now stands the equal of any periodical of its class. 

MISSIONARY PUBLICATIONS. 

We approve the action of our Missionary Secretaries in reducing for a 
limited time to 25 cents the subscription price of the Review of Missions, and 
earnestly urge our pastors to use this opportunity to put into every Methodist 
home this unique and splendid publication. 

EPWORTH ERA. 

We are gratified at the marked improvement in the Ep worth Era, and 
commend its conservative tone and rejoice that its circulation has been 
swelled in a few months from 4,500 to 13,000. 

CONFERENCE ORGAN. 

Resolved , That we heartily approve the editorial management of the 
New Orleans Christian Advocate, our Conference Organ, and commend it 
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to our people as a safe and sound exponent of the doctrine and polity of our 
church and entirely worthy of their patronage. 

The report of Dr. W. C. Black, Editor and Publisher of the New Orleans 
Christian Advocate, shows our Conference Organ to be in good financial con- 
dition. 

We believe that under present circumstances the circulation of the paper 
can be largely increased by reducing the subscription price to one dollar, the 
publisher having stated that the price can be reduced to one dollar provided 
eight thousand new subscribers are secured. 

We recommend and urge that all our pastors and presiding elders use 
their utmost efforts to extend its circulation. 

We recommend that Dr. W. C. Black, be appointed Editor and Publisher, 
and R. J. Jones, A. F. Watkins and E. Carley be appointed Publishing 
Committee. 

Certain resolutions concerning the Publishing House War Claim, signed 
by C. Gr. Andrews and others, having been referred to this committee, by the 
Conference, we beg leave to report that we have carefully considered the 
same, and offer the following for your adoption: 

Whereas, The United States Congress at its last session, after thirty 
years delay, recognized and paid the just claim of $288,000 to the M. E. 
Church, South, for damage, use and occupation of its Publishing House 
during the war; and afterwards allegations were publicly made and com- 
plained of by some Senators that their vote in the Senate was influenced by 
misleading statements of the Book Agencies with reference to the amount of 
fee to be paid Mr. E. B. Stahlman, as attorney, for his services rendered in 
aid of the passage of the bill through Congress; therefore, 

Resolved, First: That if the agents of the church made any statements 

which misled Senators into the passage of the bill through the United States 
Senate, though they declare they had no such purpose, and though such 
statements did not affect the merits of the claim, we deplore the fact. 

Resolved , Second: That the public declaration and assurance of our 

Board of Bishops that if the Senate by affirmative action declares that the 
passage of the bill was due to such misleading statements, that they would 
take the proper steps to have the entire amount returned to the government, 
plants the church on high grounds, and is fully responsive to the utmost de- 
mands of reason and the conscience of the church. 

Resolved , Third: That we approve of this action of the Bishop, and 

we believe that the settlement of the whole matter had best be left to them 
and the unrestrained action of the United States Senate which now has it 
under deliberation.

50, being the 10 per cent, required by 
the Discipline; also $52.50 to our Annual Conference Board of Education; 
also $26.92 for publishing minutes. This leaves on hand $114.44. 

As the present Board retires from office, it has a vision of a boundless 
field of usefulness. The Discipline says that the 3rd Sunday of May shall be 
observed as Children’s Day, and that the collection taken on that day shall 
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be used for Christian Education, the aid of needy Sunday Schools, and the 
advancement of the Sunday School work under the direction of the Annual 
Conference Sunday School Board. This latter work, the advancement of the 
Sunday School cause, offers a wonderful field of operation to this Board. 

In our efforts to do something - in this direction, we, at our last Annual 
Conference, announced that a Conference Sunday School Convention would 
be held according - to the recommendation of the Discipline. A program was 
prepared, and this initial gathering - of Sunday School workers from all over 
our Conference was held at Meridian last April, with an enrollment of twenty- 
five of our preachers and sixty-five other workers. The second gathering 
will be held at Eumberton, the last week of next March. A program and 
railroad rates are to be published by March 1. We anticipate from these 
Conferences of workers, much good to the work at large and especially to the 
particular regions in which they are held from year to year. 

Your Sunday School Board also in the effort to advance the cause, has 
followed the example of several other Conference Sunday School Boards in 
publishing and placing into the hands of every pastor and superintendent, a 
Year Book of Sunday Schools. We trust that this publication in an improved 
form, will be perpetuated. Its need is evident to us and it is strongly urged 
by Dr. Atkins, our Sunday School Editor. 

We urge the holding of District Sunda} r School gatherings. We commend 
the action of those presiding elders who, in the absence of separate gatherings 
have set apart a day of their District Conferences as “Sunday School Day.” 

Our Sunday School Editor in his report to this Annual Conference, men- 
tions the fact that throughout our connection, the increase in our Sunday 
School attendants is less than the natural increase from our membership. 
To prevent such a condition from prevailing in the Mississippi Conference, 
let us magnify our Sunday School work. This cause is worthy, that, at our 
Annual Conference, a whole afternoon or evening be set apart for the hearing 
of its claims, and that it be not shoved into a corner. 

The possibility of this arm of our work is tenfold greater than any result 
we have yet seen from it. When all of our teachers shall begin to feel the 
responsibilities of this calling, as a few already feel it, and when they shall 
begin to equip themselves for it by grace and by study, then may the church 
prepare to give shout after shout of victory, as she sees the mighty army of 
the young pressing into her battle line. 

In April 1898, “The Sunday School Visitor” was changed to “Children’s 
Visitor.” This is now an eight-page paper with attractive illustrations— a 
weekly delight to our children and grown people as well. The circulation of 
the weekly and monthly together, has already reached 69,500, and is rapidly 
increasing. We recommend that its circulation be increased among our 
schools and by individual subscriptions outside of the schools. We call 
attention to its adaptibility in attracting children of all classes. 

The Home Department is a new feature worthy of our attention. In some 
Conferences it has already proved its usefulness. In our own Conference it 
has never been thoroughly worked anywhere. It awaits workmen. We note 
with pleasure the “Perfection Class Record Book,” arranged by Wharton 
Green, Secretary of the First Church, Jackson Sunday School.

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: Our faithful Secretary, the Bey. J. 

P. Drake, has gone home sick, and this hastily prepared report, is submitted 
in lieu of the carefully prepared report which he would have presented. 

From China, Japan and Korea, from Brazil and Mexico, come cheering 
tidings of success crowning the efforts of our Missionaries. But from all 
these fields conies a cry from our over-worked and over-burdened laborers, a 
cry for more helpers — more preachers and more teachers — more men and more 
women full of the Holy Ghost and of faith, thoroughly consecrated, and 
intellectually and physically qualified. Doors are opening everywhere. 
Opportunities are confronting our Missionaries on every hand. The power 
of the gospel is being manifested in every land. We ought to go up and 
possess these lands in the name of the Ford Jesus Christ, for we are able. 

The late war with Spain has enlarged our privileges and increased our 
responsibilities. With the establishment of the protectorate over Cuba and 
the annexation of Porto Rico so close to our South-Fastern shores, and the 
annexation of Hawaii not far distant from our Pacific coast, and of the far 
away Philippine Islands in the Orient, opportunities have been given and for 

which we have long been praying. . 

And yet our people are slow to respond to these urgent calls; and our 
contributions are far below our assessments, although the assessments repre- 
sent the minimum amounts for the work of recovering a lost world — or our 
part of the great world-wide field. Our contributions for the year just closing 
are more than six hundred dollars less than those for the preceding conference 
yeur. Let us resolve that there shall be no deficit for the coming year. 

We call the attention of presiding elders and preachers to ARTICLES XVII 
and xvm of the Constitution of the Board of Missions. Art. XVI1 provides 
that the presiding elder shall preach on the subject of Missions annually in 
each charge in his district, and shall conduct with his preachers a missionary 
institute early in the conference year. Art. xviii “stresses missionary 
mass-meetings and the circulation of missionary literature, and lays upon the 
pastor the obligation of providing for the same.” 

Article XVI requires our Treasurer to remit to the Treasurer of the 
General Board on the first day of each month, all moneys he may have on 
hand for Foreign Missions. Get us see that he has such money to remit. 
This will help “save many dollars of interest on money borrowed to meet the 
current obligations” due our missionaries.

our Missionary Secretaries, most of which may be had in any quantity at the 
cost of a postal card.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Mr. President and Brethren of the Mississippi Conference: 

If we allow the insidious forces that are now at work to take away from 
us the Sabbath day, we will have proved utterly false to our trust. If we lose 
the Sabbath, all is lost. Where the Sabbath is disregarded, the vows of 
marriage are disregarded, and the domestic relations cease to be held sacred. 
Violation of the Sabbath means absence from the ordinances of the gospel, 
and that means a blighting and blasting of faith, and that means the down- 
fall of virtue, and the downfall of virtue means the doom of nations. 

In all of those communities of our Conference where any considerable 
proportion of the population spends the Sabbath in sport or work, our 
preachers get no audience, people spend their money in vice, the gospel is not 
supported, and in every instance our churches at such places have to subsist 
in great part by drawing upon our Missionary Treasury. 

Besides the men who are required to run trains upon Sunday, there are 
numerous others employed on the freight books, in the yards and shops. 
Then there are cigar, news and soda water stands that are open and frequen- 
ted on the Lord’s Day. We are pained to learn that in South Mississippi, some 
saw mills are operated upon Sunday; and in different parts of our Conference 
farmers are getting into the habit of leaving their homes and traveling on 
the Lord’s Day in order to be present at the market on Monday morning. 



| | 
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Your Committee urges our membership to read literature upon this sub- 
ject, and our pulpits to give a clear sound against these increeping evils. 

L*et our ministry and membership also be very guarded in their own 
goings and comings on the Lord’s Day, upon the preservation of which 
depends the perpetuity and strength of our Christian institutions. 

The conference its request that the Presiding Bishop fix the date of the 
Conference for Thursday, so as to enable all to attend without traveling on 
Sunday. 

We recommend the adoption of the following:

take steps looking to the organization of auxiliary Leagues in all the 
counties.

We, your Committee on Temperance, beg leave to submit the following 
report : 

We rejoice in the growth of the temperance spirit in our bounds, and 
thank God for the successes already achieved. But we must not forget that the 
victory is incomplete. Remembering that the evils temperance opposes flourish 
most in quiet and ignorance, and that the cause of temperance is ever the 
gainer from judicious agitation, we cannot afford to let the subject rest or to 
allow our efforts to abate. It is a matter upon which the people need educa- 
tion and the facts are all in our favor. 

As all the State is under prohibition law, except a few counties where the 
population is largely Catholic and foreign and moral sentiment is low, we 
believe that it is unfair that these should give an ill flavor to our reputation, 
and that the time has come for the crystalization of this great majority sen- 
timent into a law forbidding the sale of intoxicating liquors, save for purely 
scientific and medical purposes, anywhere within the State limits. For such 
legislation, we hope all Methodists will pray and work. 

We believe, too, that it is time for the voice of our church to be heard 
protesting against the use of tobacco, and especially against the pernicious 
cigarette. It has been published abroad that more than 90 per cent, of those 
who were rejected by the U. S. army inspectors, were cigarette habitues. If 
this be true, the Church of God cannot afford to be silent. 

We commend the definition of temperance given by the Christian Tern 
perance Union : “Moderation in all things, total abstinence from that which

CONFERENCE BROTHERHOOD. 



Constitution and By-Laws of the Mississippi Conference Brotherhood. 

Preamble : Feeling that we may mutually aid each other by the organi- 
sation of a Brotherhood on the mutual insurance plan, and that our families 
might derive benefit, therefrom therefore we, the undersigned 
traveling preachers of the M. F. Church, South, in the State of Mis- 
sissippi, with a view to affording immediate assistance to the family of a 
deceased brother, dopledge ourselves to each other, according to the terms 
Brotherhood, hereinafter described. , 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. This organization shall be known as the Brotherhood of 
Traveling Preachers of the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Fpiscopal 
Church, South. 

Article 2. Fvery effective traveling preacher of said Mississippi Con- 
ference, not over fifty years of age, shall be eligible to membership. 

Article 3. The membership of this Brotherhood shall not extend 
beyond the limits of said Mississippi Conference, except in case of the 
transfer of a member to another Conference, when said member so trans- 
ferred may continue his membership by complying with the Constitution and 
By-Laws of said Brotherhood. 

Article 4. Any person may become an honorary member of this Broth- 
erhood, with all its privileges and obligations, except to be a claimant on the 
mortuary fund. 

Article 5. The officers of said Brotherhood shall consist of a President, 
a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and such other officers as may be 
from time to time appointed. 

Article 6. The officers of said Brotherhood shall be elected quadren- 
nially at the time and place of the meeting of the Annual Conference, by re- 
ceiving a plurality of the votes cast by those present, and shall serve without 
compensation. 

Article 7. It shall be the duty of each beneficiary member upon official 
notice of the death of a member, to remit to the treasurer an assessment of 
$5.00, and of each honorary member an assessment of $1.00. If any member 
shall fail to pay said assessment within sixty days after the call of the secre- 
tary, he shall be deprived, by suspension, of all benefits of the Brotherhood, 
and if said assessment shall not have been paid within four months, such 
delinquency shall work a forfeiture of membership. 
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Article 8. No part of the foregoing - Constitution shall be changed oir 
amended, except by a majority vote of the beneficiary members of the Broth- 
erhood. 

By-Laws. 

Section 1. The officers of the Brothorhood shall perform such duties as 
usually pertain to such officers in similar organizations, and in addition thereto 
such other duties as have been specified in the Constitution. 

Section 2. The regular meetings of the Brotherhood shall be held at the 
place and time of meeting of the Mississippi Conference, on such day and at 
such hour as the President may designate, by giving due notice by procla- 
mation in the Conference, as other notices are given ; and the members of 
the Brotherhood present, after such notice is given, shall constitute a quorum 
to transact business. 

Section 3. There shall be a Board of Managers, of five members 
appointed by the President, within 30 days after each annual meeting of the 
Brotherhood, having reference to their contiguity and facilities for communi- 
cation, whose duty it shall be to fill any vacancy that may occur in the 
offices. Said Board of Managers shall hold their offices for one year, and 
until their successors shall have been appointed. They shall at all times have 
access to the books of the Secretary and Treasurer and shall have power of 
removal from office for sufficient cause. All matters of complaint shall be 
referred to them, and said Board of Managers*, shall have power in the 
interim of the regular meetings of the Brotherhood to advise, direct and 
control the affairs of the Brotherhood within the restrictions of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Section 4. Each and every psrson seeking admission into this Brother- 
hood as a beneficiary member shall take upon himself this pledge : I do 

hereby promise to comply with the Constitution and By-Eaws of the Brother- 
hood of Traveling Preachers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, pay- 
ing my annual dues and all mortuary assessmenis whenever notified and 
requested so to do, and to use all diligence in building up and promoting the 
interest of the Brotherhood ; and in default thereof I agree to forfeit all my 
rights and privileges under said Constitution and Laws. 

Section 5. Any member suspended for non-payment of dues, or mortu- 
ary fees, may be re-instated at any time by paying to the Treasurer the dues 
and assessments upon which he was suspended, together with those which 
have accrued during the past twelve months, and which he has failed to pay. 

Section 6. These By-Eaws, or any of them, may be altered or amended 
by a majority vote of the members present at any of the regular meetings of 
the Brotherhood.
